An exchange ftays: i( It is often 
asked why the boys and i:irlsdon<>t 
attend school longei. Many, far 
Ion many ol them drop out at len or 
twelve, and it is Seldom that the, 
boys at tend after their fourteenth or 
fifteenth year*.

Of this number very few were in 

attendance at seh ml beyond then 
second or their term A pupil en- 
tering upon his studies h> late In 
life, necessarily finds himself at n 
L-re it disadvantage Often he be- 
comes restless, dissnl isn't d and 
humiliated at being placed in a 
otaSS with lo's of seven, With the 
result that he is w thdrawn from 
seined long before his period is over, 
because hi* progress has been by no 
una us satisfactory, either to his 
nts or to himself It is thesnme 
old story — his Intellect was arous- 
ed too late. 

The history of the world shows a 
remarkable small percent of men 
who beginning after reaching ma- 
turity, have succeeded in obtaining 
an education Then how much 

more necesuy is it that a deaf 
child, handicapped as he is, he 
given every chiinee before he 
reaches that age when It becomes 

almost impossible to arouse his 
dormant powers.
